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THE  NEW  BUILDING 

PART  TWO: 

THE  PRINCIPAL  SPACES  ON 
THE  FIRST  FLOOR  AND  LOWER 
LEVEL  OF  THE  BUILDING

The  temples  of  the  ancient  world  were 
surrounded  by  a  court  or  enclosed  plaza, 
or  they  were  preceded  by  a  forecourt 
which  served  to  prepare  the  worshipper 
for  entrance  into  the  temple  proper.  Such 
spaces  were  entered  by  a  ceremonial  arch 
or  gate  which  in  many  cases  was  sheltered 
by  a  columned  porch. . 

The  new  building  for  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  will  provide  a  reminder  of  the 
ancient  amenities.  The  exterior  Loggia  by 
which  one  enters  the  building  from  the 
corner  of  87th  Street  and  Madison  Ave¬ 
nue  is  derived  from  the  entrance  porch  or 
gate  of  ancient  times.  It  provides  access 
to  a  gallery  22  feet  wide,  73  feet  long  and 
two  stories  or  sixteen  and  a  half  feet  high 
to  the  crown  of  the  vaulted  ceiling.  This 
hall  corresponds  to  the  forecourt  of 
ancient  times  and  offers  the  congregation 
a  space  which  may  be  both  ceremonial  or 
secular  as  the  occasion  requires. 

This  entrance  gallery  connects  the  en¬ 
trance  Loggia  to  the  Sanctuary  of  the 
present  Synagogue.  Although  the  floor  of 
the  Sanctuary  is  three  steps  above  that  of 
the  entrance  gallery,  the  addition  of  a 
ramp  will  make  it  possible  for  those  en¬ 
tering  from  Madison  Avenue  to  arrive  in 
the  Sanctuary  without  having  to  go  up  or 
down  steps. 


MAJOR  NEW  GIFT 
BY 

ANONYMOUS  BENEFACTOR 
LAUNCHES  CHALLENGE  FUND 

On  Yom  Kippur  Eve  Rabbi  Judah 
Nadich  announced  a  major  new  gift  for 
the  Building  Construction  Fund  — 
$335,000  —  given  on  the  condition  that 
matching  pledges  and  gifts  be  obtained 
from  members  and  friends  to  raise  the 
total  to  $1  million  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  timing  of  the  new  gift  was  designed 
to  enable  the  Synagogue  to  raise  one  mil¬ 
lion  dollars  this  year  during  the  final 
phase  of  building  construction. 

In  a  moving  address,  Rabbi  Nadich 
said:  “Two  years  ago,  on  Yom  Kippur 
Day,  a  devoted  member  of  this  Congrega¬ 
tion  announced  a  gift  of  $500,000  to  the 
Building  Fund.  The  purpose  was  to  help 


launch  construction  of  the  new  building 
that  year.  The  form  of  the  gift  was  de¬ 
signed  to  encourage  other  members  of  the 
Congregation  to  meet  the  challenge  and 
provide  matching  funds.  It  was  enor¬ 
mously  successful.  Within  six  mouths  an 
additional  $500,000  was  raised  and  we 
broke  ground  for  the  new  school  build¬ 
ing.  It  was  a  dramatic  expression  of  faith 
in  the  future  of  our  Synagogue. 

“This  summer,  as  soon  as  the  revised 
plans  were  completed  and  it  became  clear 
that  we  were  approaching  the  final  phase 
of  construction,  the  same  anonymous 
benefactor  offered  the  new  Challenge 
Fund  Grant.  We  are  deeply  grateful  to 
him.” 

The  gift  was  described  as  coming  from 
“a  devoted  member  of  the  Congregation 
as  an  expression  of  faith  in  the  future  of 
our  Synagogue  and  Jewish  education.”

Kogan  has  been  named  HATAN  TORAH 
for  Simhat  Torah  5740.  He  is  a  man  who 
cares  deeply  about  the  quality  of  Jewish 
life  and  does  his  utmost  to  make  sure  that 
Jewish  life  remains  meaningful.  Nathan 
Kogan  is  a  giver  in  the  true  sense  of  the 
word:  he  gives  of  himself. 

Mr.  Kogan  has  served  as  Associate 
Treasurer,  Treasurer,  and  is  currently 
Honorary  Treasurer  of  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Syna¬ 
gogue’s  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Finance 
Committee,  the  UJA  Committee  and  the 
Men’s  Club. 

Committed  to  The  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary,  “the  fountainhead  of  the  Con¬ 
servative  Movement,”  Mr.  Kogan  created 
a. Committee  to  serve  the  Seminary  at  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue.  For  this  service 
Mr.  Kogan  was  awarded  the  Seminary’s 
Louis  Marshall  Memorial  Medal. 


As  President  of  the  Brand  Foundation 
and  chairman  of  the  Seminary’s  Board  of 
Visitors  to  the  Pastoral  Psychiatry  De¬ 
partment,  Mr.  Kogan  secured  a  grant  for 
the  establishment  of  a  counseling  center. 
Having  served  as  National  Chairman  and 
currently  serving  as  Honorary  Chairman 
of  the  National  Patrons  Society  of  the 
Seminary,  Mr.  Kogan’s  interest  in  the 
Seminary  remains  vital  and  creative. 

Nathan  Kogan  expressed  his  deep  com¬ 
mitment  to  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
when  he  explained  that  to  him  being 
Jewish  means  more  than  a  cultural,  poli¬ 
tical  or  social  interest.  “Without  Torah, 
and  by  Torah  I  mean  the  synagogue,  the 
observance  of  the  mitzvot,  the  Sabbath, 
the  holy  days,  without  this,  all  the  rest 
would  fade  into  nothingness.  The  syna¬ 
gogue  feeds  its  members.”  And  for  this 
sustenance,  the  synagogue  is  dependent 
upon  people  like  Nathan  Kogan  who  give 
unstintingly  of  their  time,  money  and  ef¬ 
fort  to  help  translate  their  beliefs  into 
reality. 

Mr.  Kogan  is  a  practicing  attorney  who 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  New  York  County  Law¬ 
yers  Association;  chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  Federal  Courts  of  the  New 
York  County  Lawyers’  Association  as 
well  as  chairman  of  its  Committee  on  the 
Supreme  Court.  He  served  as  judge  of  the 
Village  of  Atlantic  Beach. 

Mr.  Kogan’s  wife,  Marjorie,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  by  Mayor  Beame  to  serve  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Correction  of 
the  City  of  New  York  and  is  an  active 
leader  in  our  community.  Their  sons, 
Michael,  professor  of  philosophy  and  re¬ 
ligion,  and  Barton,  a  California  busi¬ 


nessman,  were  both  Bar  Mitzvah  at  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue.  Both  sons  are  active 
in  synagogue  work,  reflecting  their 
father’s  concern  and  dedication  in  their 
own  communities. 

“The  synagogue  is  the  very  spine,  the 
very  core,  the  heart  of  the  Jewish  com¬ 
munity,”  said  Frank  Moroze,  HATAN 
BERESHIT  for  Simhat  Torah  5740. 
Through  his  numerous  activities  in  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  Mr.  Moroze  has 
proven  himself  to  be  continuously  at  that 
core  he  values  so  much.  He  is  being 
honored  for  his  dedicated  service  to  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 

Mr.  Moroze  is  currently  serving  his 
second  term  as  President  of  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  Men’s  Club  where  he 
also  served  as  Editor  of  its  publication, 
“Zachor.”  He  is  a  Trustee  of  the  Syna¬ 
gogue,  an  usher  during  the  High  Holy 
Days,  editor  of  the  Synagogue  Dance 
Journal  for  the  third  year,  General  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Dinner  Dance,  and  the  ini¬ 
tiator  of  a  Joint  Session  of  Three  Syna¬ 
gogue  Men’s  Clubs  to  hear  and  honor 
author  Isabella  Leitner. 

The  remarkable  thing  about  Frank 
Moroze  is  the  passionate  dedication  to 
Judaism  that  lies  behind  the  modest 
demeanor.  He  credits  his  father  whom  he 
refers  to  as  a  malamed  for  his  initial  in¬ 
terest  and  involvement  in  Judaism.  Not 
only  was  he  brought  up  in  the  Jewish  tra¬ 
dition,  but  he  was  also  taught  an  educa¬ 
tor’s  approach  which  helped  in  his  Judaic 
studies,  as  well  as  in  the  study  and  prac¬ 
tice  of  law.  It  is  no  wonder  then  that 
Frank  Moroze  sees  education  as  the  foun¬ 
dation  of  Judaism.  His  face  mirrored  his 
deep  commitment  as  he  said,  “the  very 
life  of  our  religion  .  .  .  lies  in  teaching  our

THE  NEW  BUILDING

The  Gallery  will  have  stone  floors  and 
highly  polished  walls  of  the  same  stone  as 
the  exterior  of  the  building.  Correspond¬ 
ing  to  the  practice  of  ancient  times  it  will 
be  a  place  in  which  works  of  art  and  reli¬ 
gious  objects  acquired  by  the  temple  over 
the  years  may  be  shown.  These  objects 
will  be  illuminated  by  gallery  type  light¬ 
ing  similar  to  that  in  the  Cloister  Mu¬ 
seum.  The  stone  walls  will  be  divided 
horizontally  at  the  five  foot  level  by  an 
ornamental  architectural  band  or  minia¬ 
ture  cornice  eight  inches  high  which  will 
run  completely  around  the  room.  This 
architectural  device  will  also  serve  as  the 
sill  for  a  succession  of  horizontal  win¬ 
dows,  just  above  eye  level,  which  will 
contain  the  stained  glass  panels  relocated 
from  the  facade  of  the  Milton  Steinberg 
House.  The  Hall  will  also  include  the 
plaques  dedicated  to  those  whose  deci¬ 
sions  made  the  building  possible;  the 
clergy,  officers  and  directors  of  the  Syna¬ 
gogue,  and  the  designers,  architects  and 
builders  working  for  the  Synagogue. 

Additional  memorials  and  honoraria 
will  be  located  in  the  east  and  west 
corridors  opening  off  the  hall.  The  east 
one  corresponds  to  the  present  first  floor 
corridor  of  the  Milton  Steinberg  House.  It 
will  give  access  to  a  new  automated  coat 
room  for  one  thousand  coats.  It  will  also 
serve  the  Family  Room  and  the  Robing 
Room,  It  will  provide  access  to  the  area 
behind  the  Bema  of  the  Main  Sanctuary 
and  lead  to  the  back  corridor  on  the 
south  side  of  the  first  floor.  The  west 
corridor  serves  as  access  to  the  new 
Chapel  and  the  Synagogue  offices. 

On  entering  the  Great  Hall  from  the 
Loggia,  the  receptionist’s  desk  is  directly 
in  front  of  the  right  side  of  the  hall.  It 
projects  slightly  into  the  hall  along  with 
the  principal  new  elevator  which  is  imme¬ 
diately  behind  it. 

The  new  Chapel  will  be  oak  paneled. 
It  will  have  a  sloping  semicircular  car¬ 
peted  floor  holding  two  sections  of 
curved  seating  centering  upon  the  Bema 
which  will  be  against  the  west  wall 
between  two  windows  using  stained  glass 
from  the  Milton  Steinberg  House.  There 
will  be  space  for  a  small  pipe  organ.  It 
will  be  an  excellent  facility  for  small  ser¬ 
vices  with  comfortable  seating  for  150. 


Immediately  in  front  of  the  recep¬ 
tionist’s  desk  in  the  Great  Hall  —  and 
subject  to  her  visual  control  —  is  a  stair¬ 
way  down  to  the  lower  level.  It  will  be 
made  of  the  same  stone  as  the  floor  and 
walls  of  the  hall,  continuing  this  material 
down  to  the  lower  level  where  one  enters 
a  gallery  space.  This  gallery  introduces  a 
change  in  architectural  treatment.  It 
become  sympathetic  to  the  space  it 
serves,  which  are  the  new  Hall  of  Worship 
and  the  remodelled  Lemberg  Auditorium. 
The  walls  are  made  of  fabric-covered 
panels  trimmed  in  wood.  The  floors  will 
be  carpeted,  extending  into  the  Sister¬ 
hood  Lounge.  The  floors  of  the  Hall  of 
Worship  and  the  auditorium  will  be  of 
wood.  The  gallery  on  the  lower  level  will 
also  provide  access  to  additional  rest 
rooms,  coat  rooms  and  public  telephones. 

The  new  Hal)  of  Worship,  which  will 
also  serve  as  a  banquet  room,  will  have 
wood  trimmed  fabric-covered  panelled 
walls.  The  ceiling  will  rise  from  a  height 
of  ten  and  a  half  feet  at  the  perimeter  to 
14  feet  in  the  center  of  the  room. 

When  the  room  is  used  for  services,  the 
“bima,”  located  against  the  west  wall 
when  it  is  used  for  social  events,  will  ex¬ 
tend  into  the  room,  with  the  lectern  in 
the  center  and  directly  under  the  highest 
part  of  the  room.

young  people.”  He  is  a  hard  worker  and 
an  equally  hard  taskmaster.  Mr.  Moroze 
believes  in  the  value  of  work.  There  is  the 
story  of  a  young  Frank  Moroze  who  came 
to  New  York  City  during  the  depression 
and  took  up  residence  in  the  YMHA. 
Along  with  many  others,  he  was  unable 
to  find  work.  Recognizing  that  lack  of 
work  can  only  produce  despair,  he  cre¬ 
ated  a  cultural  enrichment  program  and 
knocked  on  every  resident’s  door  to  enlist 
participation.  Refusing  to  allow  anyone 
he  came  in  contact  with  to  wallow  in  des¬ 
pair,  Frank  Moroze  put  them  all  to  work. 
And,  typically,  he  worked  hardest  behind 
the  scenes  to  insure  the  program’s  suc¬ 
cess. 

Frank  Moroze  brings  this  same  deter¬ 
mined  energy  to  the  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue.  He  is  a  tireless  worker  for  the 
synagogue  and  his  faith  in  the  success  of 
his  projects  reflect  the  time,  money,  and 
energy  he  has  contributed.
